These events were 
geared to give the tiny participants a chance to try things 
out and for the Tabor group to work out the kinks. 

On opening day, the pre-school tikes cavorted 
around the gymnasium tossing balls, spinning in circles, 
pretending to fly, rolling a hoop, and tossing a giant 
parachute while the student leaders found ways to help 
the kids focus on the activities in a safe and fun-filled 
manner. 

Parent Joanne DaSilva of Seekonk brought her 
3-year-old daughter Skylar. DaSilva said Skylar had never 
participated in a program like this before. A small section 
of bleacher seats were positioned behind a large screen, 
allowing the parents to observe their toddlers without the 
child realizing they were being watched. DaSilva said this 
helped the children stay engaged rather than being fixated 
on their parents.

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Moths - No End In Sight

You've been vigilant, completed your due 
diligence, spent money to protect and defend both 
deciduous and evergreen trees that provide shade and 
beauty to your property. But you can't rest on those 
laurels - the fight continues against the mighty moth. 

Thanks to the Mattapoisett Tree Committee, the 
Tri-Town populace has been provided with information 
on how to try and protect trees against the 2015/2016 
Canadian moth mating season. If you have driven down 
North Street in Mattapoisett, you've seen a number of 
trees that have been "banded" in an effort to capture and 
kills mating moths. 

During an interview with Mattapoisett Tree 
Committee member Debra Smiley, she shared information 
on best practices and processes moving forward in what 
will now be a yearly fight against moth infestations. 

Smiley said the Tree Committee has posted a 
video clip on their Facebook page demonstrating how to 
remove the banding. 

"The bands have served their purpose," Smiley 
explained, by capturing moths in the mating season. 

By mid-January, the Canadian moth-mating season has 
ended. 

She continued, "The next generation eggs have 
been deposited all over the place. The bands need to 
come off so the trees can dry out. If left in place, they may 
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promote disease and bark damage." Smiley warned, "Let 
the tree recover from the banding." 

Smiley said egg masses have been deposited in 
the crevices of the trees and behind lichens. At this point, 
the eggs are an orange color. In early spring, the eggs 
change color to a shade of dark blue. The color change 
indicates the eggs are about to hatch. 

"In early spring, March, after a series of 45-degree 
days, you can apply dormant oil," Smiley suggested. She 
said the oil smothers the emerging caterpillars. Again, 
she warned against spraying too soon describing it as 
a "waste of product and time." She also advised not to 
spray trees now because of the possibility of damaging 
the bark during extreme cold weather. 

Smiley said the Tree Committee will continue 
to monitor University of Massachusetts extension 
information and other sources to provide the community 
with the most up-to-date details. However, after all is 
said and done, the moths can only be controlled - not 
completely annihilated. 

In 2004, Southeastern Massachusetts began to

"I understand that if the trees have fifty percent 
defoliation over a four or five year period, that tree won't 
make it," Smiley said sadly. "The best you can do is give 
the trees a chance," she then added with a trace of hope in 
her voice. 

And what does the future hold? 

"This is an annual event," said Smiley. "You have 
Halloween, Thanksgiving, and then Tree Banding," she 
said with a chuckle.

Town to Seek County Road Reclassification 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen on January 11 
voted to authorize Town Administrator Michael McCue to 
further work with town officials of Marion and Wareham 
towards a reclassification of County Road to a federal 
"urban connector" to be eligible for federal funding for 
repairs and upgrades. 

McCue said he met with representatives of 
the Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) as well as Marion 
and Wareham selectmen on January 6. The results 
of SRPEDD' s traffic study of County Road, he said, 
showed a traffic flow high enough to warrant a possible 
reclassification of the road. 
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Although the idea is to have the road classified as 
an urban connector, McCue said the federal government 
is not seeking to add further roads under its oversight 
without potentially taking out other roads. 

SRPEDD suggested several roads in the three 
towns, McCue said, to downgrade from urban connectors 
to urban local roads. Only one in Rochester would fall 
under that possibility - a less than 1-mile stretch of road 
on Walnut Plain Road between Mary's Pond Road and 
Marion Road (Route 105) that is currently classified as 
an urban connector. Selectmen found this classification 
peculiar, if not plain weird. 

"Urban connector . . . for deer," Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Richard Nunes commented.

Furthermore, the town had never seen any 
reimbursement for it, as far as McCue was concerned. 

Too bad we already paved it, was Selectman Brad 
Morse's comment. 

Selectman Naida Parker made the motion to 
allow McCue to continue to investigate the matter, and 
the selectmen voted unanimously. 

In other matters, McCue said the town is actively 
exploring avenues for a possible acquisition of the old 
'airport' property on Marion Road. 

McCue said he is in contact with Conservation 
Agent Laurell Farinon seeking viable ways to acquire the 
land, although no concrete action has yet been taken. 

Also during the meeting, the board nominated 
and appointed Parker as the Board of Selectmen 
representative to personnel matters, including personnel 
reviews and position adjustments relative to the Personnel 
Board. 

McCue also asked selectmen for permission to 
look into the grant opportunity of several surrounding 
towns, including Marion, to study the feasibility of a 
regional wastewater treatment system. McCue said 
adding sewer service to parts of Cranberry Highway 
where development is encouraged would further benefit 
business, and thus the town. 

"I just think it makes sense to just look at it," said 

McCue. 

Selectmen also commented on Marion Selectman 
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Jonathan Henry's recent decision to not seek reelection in 
2016. 

"I found him to really be really well grounded," 
said McCue. "I was actually very surprised when I heard 
that." 

"He's always been a good, sane voice," said 

Parker. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for January 25 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Marion Seeks Regional Wastewater Grant

The Town of Marion is joining up with 
surrounding towns including the Town of Wareham to 
pursue an EPA Southeast New England Program (SNEP) 
grant to fund a feasibility study for a regional wastewater 
treatment system. 

Spearheaded by the Town of Wareham, the 
grant would fund a study to look closely at relocating 
the outfall points of each of the towns to one into the 
Cape Cod Canal with its swift current that would ideally 
prevent the build-up of nitrogen pollution. The study 
would include assessing the possibility of interconnecting 
the facilities of each of the towns into one cohesive 
system. 

"What this grant is looking to do is look at 
a regional approach to wastewater management . . . 
treatment, [and] discharge ... to the area of the Cape Cod 
Canal where there is significant flushing," said Marion 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson on Friday, January 8 
during a special morning meeting of the Marion Board 
of Selectmen. "It's an effort to look at each participating 
community's wastewater treatment capabilities [and] 
infrastructure and standardize that." 

The final goal, Dawson said, is perhaps a concept 
for a model for future development. 

The notion, Dawson added, would be of 
particular interest to Marion as the Environmental 
Protection Agency considers its final conditions of the 
town's National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
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OpenSeasonSpecialties.com 

(NPDES) permit. 

"I think it bears good reasons as to why we 
should consider participating in this," Dawson told 
selectmen. "It has at least the potential to help the 
town. ... I think the EPA would look favorably upon our 
participating in a program like this." 

There would be no upfront costs to pursuing 
the grant or the feasibility study, should the grant be 
awarded, Dawson said, since the $10,000 matching 
contribution by the town could be paid with in-kind 
services, such as town staff assistance in filing the 
grant application as well as preparation and sharing of 
information by engineers employed by the town. 

"It's a concept that's driven in each community 
by different reasons, but it's a situation that's worthy of 
investigation," said Dawson. "I think it's an opportunity 
for us to look at it . . . and there is no commitment beyond 
this grant. It could only be good for the town, and I don't 
see any reason why we should not pursue this." 

The grant opportunity already has the support of 
the Wareham Board of Selectmen, and Selectman Jonathan 
Henry supported the idea, just as long as present efforts 
to pursue a grant to study the feasibility of hooking up 
specific areas of Marion and Mattapoisett to the Marion 
Wastewater Treatment Facility aren't affected. He also 
expressed a concern over the "touchiness" of inter- 
municipal projects. He said neither town involved should 
"screw it up by leaving someone out of the equation."

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"We're still under the gun when it comes to the 
NPDES permit," Dawson said. 

"It makes all the sense in the world to sort of hitch 
our wagon to someone else," said Selectmen Chairman 
Stephen Cushing. "We're looking down the barrel of a 
shotgun right now." 

The selectmen voted to pursue the grant. 

Also during the meeting, selectmen ratified the 
contract for the Planning Board's newly hired part-time 
town planner, Kenneth Buckland. 

Town Meeting back in 2015 approved $30,000 for 
the Planning Board to hire a part-time planner to assist in 
the creation of a Master Plan. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for January 19 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House.

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property. All acknowledged good improvements. 

Collyer told Patel, "By instituting these programs, 
word will get out fast that you've changed the business 
model." He repeated, "I'm pleased to see what's come out 
of this." 

Rather than vote to approve a full-year license, the 
selectmen voted to grant a 120-day permit with a review at 
the end of May to ensure that improvements and changes 
in the way the motel is being operated continue on the 
right course. 

Collyer had one final comment for Patel: "We'll be 
checking up on you." 

Earlier in the evening, a joyous group, the six- 
members of the Vieira family, came into the meeting so 
that Victor and Donna Vieira could be recognized by the 
selectmen for their courageousness and open arms in 
adopting four children in 2015. 

"This is humanity at its best," said Collyer. "People 
should see that people like you do exist!" With everyone 
smiling, Collyer said, "Thank you for what you do." 

Also being recognized was Henri Renauld, 
the newly promoted Water and Sewer Superintendent. 
Renauld has been a member of the department for 27 
years. 

A hearing with Eversouce was continued until 
January 26. The utility, represented by Eversource staff 
member Donna Rosa, was asked to return with a better 
solution and more technical information for stub poles 
they propose to install on River Road at the junction of 
Randall Road. These stabilizing poles, along with utility 
pole replacements along River Road, are planned to 
accommodate system upgrades needed to support the new 
solar array planned for Crystal Spring Road.

Annual Town Meeting. The selectmen asked Gagne to set 
up appointments with all department heads so they may 
vet each budget fully in advance of the warrant. 

In other matters, Gagne said any snow bans 
ordered by the state or by the town will be announced on 
all available venues such as TV, radio, Facebook, and the 
town's website.

Clouds Not Yet Cleared for Solar Farm

center of Rochester progresses, abutters and concerned 
citizens are beginning to learn that any possibility 
of halting the project lies not with the Rochester 
Planning Board, but with the Rochester Historic District

My parrot only likes the sunflower seeds in her seed mix. 
How can I get her to eat the other seeds. 

I equate an all seed diet to an all white bread diet. Ok, 
in the short run, but severely deficient over time. Seeds 
lack vitamin A and a number of essential oils. 

What should I feed my parrot? 

Feed pellet bird food. It looks like dry dog or cat food 
but much smaller, and its formulated for birds. To this 
add fresh fruits and vegetables. Offer the seeds for 10 
minutes in the morning and 10 minutes in the evening 
and leave the pellets, fruits and veggies available for 
the rest of the day.

the Board of Health could be the latest cloud in the skies 
above the project. 

The distance of a stormwater filtration system from 
a neighboring septic system had Planning Board Chairman 
Arnold Johnson pointing out that the 95 feet was well 
under the town's bylaw of 200 feet of a filtration system 
from a septic system, which also fell under the jurisdiction 
of the Board of Health. 

The engineer for the Renewable Energy 
Massachusetts LLC project pointed out that the state 
regulation only requires 50 feet but, nonetheless, the Board 
of Health would still have to issue the project a waiver for 
the distance shortage. 

"We would defer to the Board of Health," said 
Johnson, "because if we waive it and the Board of Health 
doesn't, then they can't build it." 

This perked up the ears of some of the residents in 
attendance who wanted to be sure that, as abutters, they 
would be notified of any future Board of Health public 
hearing for the matter. Town Counsel Blair Bailey reassured 
them that they would. 

"If they (the Board of Health members) don't waive 
it, it means they (the applicants) have to push everything 
back (away from the septic system)," said Planning Board 
member Ben Bailey. 

As for the Historic District Commission, regardless 
of a Planning Board approval for the Special Permit for 
the solar farm project, it still needs to issue the project a 
certificate. 

"They don't have the potential to change the 
project. It's either 'you can see it or can't you see it,"' said 
Johnson. Under the regulations, the project cannot be 
visible from a public way. "They could say, 'We can see it,"' 
continued Johnson, and the commission could render a 
negative determination. "And then that might force them 
(the applicants) to come back to us." 

Having said that, the Natural Heritage & 
Endangered Species Program actually could go ahead 
and change the plan, even after Planning Board approval, 
which is why, said Johnson, the board prefers to wait until 
Natural Heritage completes its permitting process. 

The Planning Board, however, still maintains

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control over screening, and Johnson made sure that 
notes to the plan specifically granted "approval" of plant 
material as "Planning Board approval." 

Screening and site lines remain significant 
concerns of abutters; however, one significant change to 
the plan lies in the 20-foot no-touch vegetative border 
near the historic cemetery off Dexter Lane. Amelia 
Tracy of NextSun Energy said there would be staggered 
plantings near the 20-foot buffer, adding, "We're really not 
going to touch it," referring to trees within the no-touch 
vegetative boarder, an area of contention in previous 
meetings. 

Some Planning Board members wondered if the 
project's proposed method of using a feller buncher to 
remove selected trees was appropriate, and Johnson also 
called for a higher sum for a decommissioning escrow 
account. Johnson was dissatisfied with the proposed 
$60,000 and called for a number closer to a somewhat 
similarly sized solar project's sum of $89,000. Tracy agreed 
to revisit the number. 

Other details discussed were hours of 
construction, which will be limited to Monday through 
Friday from 8:00 am to 5:00 pm. The board also wanted 
the plan to specifically state that no jackhammering 
would be allowed during the installation of the solar 
arrays, limiting installation to augering or screwing only. 
Johnson also called for a landscaping bond. 

The public hearing was continued until January

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

During the January 12 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission, Environmental

Department of Environmental Protection was appealing 
the commission's December 12 decision that approved the 
test borings at the bike path site.

The objective of the borings is to confirm the 
presence of bedrock along the proposed length of the 
bridge to ensure a solid base for pilings.

Rochester Acts to Attract Substitute Teachers

in all four Tri-Town school districts, and the Rochester 
School Committee on January 7 was the first district to 
officially adopt a measure to increase substitute teacher 
and paraprofessional pay by $5 in the hopes that it will 
attract more candidates. 

Before the vote. Superintendent Doug White 
stressed the importance of creating a larger substitute 
teacher pool and the factors that may be keeping the Tri- 
Town districts' sub pool further in the shallow end. 

"We continue to find ourselves in a position of 
not having enough subs and not having enough coverage 
when teachers are out," White stated. "Our rate of pay 
may be something of an issue." 

The current rate for substitute paraprofessionals 


is $60, non-certified teachers is $65, and certified teachers 
is $70. White proposed a $5 increase in each category, 
commenting that it had been quite some time since the 
rate district- wide had been increased. 

Furthermore, other surrounding school districts 
utilize a digital portal system for employing substitute 
teachers, where potential employees can view online a list 
of available assignments and pick and choose according 
to their desired specifications of the jobs. 

White said another factor that could be limiting 
the substitute teacher pool is the cost those employees 
would incur for state-mandated fingerprinting to be 
eligible for placement in the role of substitute teacher. 

"I will say that anecdotally there have been

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conversations about fingerprinting ... and that's a cost out 
of their pocket," said White. The current cost is $35 for 
non-licensed teachers and $55 for licensed teachers. White 
said. 

Another factor. White pointed out, could be the 
state increase of the minimum wage to $10, which would 
render the hourly rate for a substitute paraprofessional 
substantially lower, for example. 

"So we have to consider that and what we 
are paying subs," said White. "We only have eleven 
substitutes on our (district-wide) list currently that we 
can pull from on a daily basis. . .. We need a bigger pool 
considering our needs."

Committee member Sharon Hartley, is about 40 to 50 
substitute teachers on their list. 

"That is the number to a school that is very near 
us," said Hartley, "so the number that we have is also a 
concern, I think." 

On any given day. White said Rochester Memorial 
School requires 2.6 substitute teachers on average. There 
simply is not enough interest in filling those assignments. 
White conceded.

In other matters, RMS Principal Derek Medeiros 
presented the committee with the results of the state 
2015 Accountability Report that show student growth 
continues to go up, although results keep RMS as a Level 
2 school. 

The all-student category did not meet the 
target of 75, with a total of 68; however, the high-needs 
student category did meet the 75 target with a score of 
78. Students with disabilities just missed the mark with a 
score of 74. 

Medeiros said, despite the rigor of the new 
PARCC exam that was piloted this year, this was the best 
the school had performed so far. 

"We did not meet the targets, but we can see 
some significant improvement," said Medeiros. "If we can 
sustain what we are doing . . . we feel that we'll get our 
building into the Level 1 status that we are all hoping for. 

Also during the meeting. Business Administrator 
Patrick Spencer gave the committee a brief introduction to 
the progress of the fiscal year 2017 budget. As of that day, 
the district is looking at an approximate $90,000 increase, 
roughly $40,000 in regular education and just under 
$50,000 in special education, to maintain a level-service 
budget. 

In other business. Assistant Superintendent Elise 
Frangos described an ongoing discussion about changing 
the Grade 1-6 report card format, hoping to move away

"To keep it simple, yet informative, so that 
parents know what to do to help their children at home," 
Frangos said. 

White also informed the committee on the state's 
new PARCC testing sessions, which will be limited to one 
session per day during the testing window of April 25 to 
June 6. 

Grade 3 will have two 90-minute timed sessions 
to finish their tests and one 75-minute session in ELA, and 
three 60-minute sessions in Math. 

Grades 4 and 5 will have three sessions of 90 
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minutes to finish the test in ELA, and three 60-minute 
sessions for Math. 

Grade 6 will have two 110-minute and one 
90-minute testing period, and three 80-minute testing 
periods on Math. 

"Sounds like it didn't go on much of a diet, did 
it?" Frangos said to School Committee members who 
reacted to the amount of sessions with a degree of shock. 

Frangos assured them, though, that the sessions 
were only the amount of time allotted to complete the 
exam, with most students finishing earlier with enough 
time to read their personal books until the session ends.

Sippican School Embraces Breakfast Program 

Marion School Committee

It was an overwhelming success, said Food 
Service Director Jill Henesey to the Marion School 
Committee on January 6. The most successful launch 
of a pilot breakfast program in the history of the Tri- 
Town school districts when it came to participation, said 
Superintendent Doug White. 

"This is the greatest turnout I've ever seen," said 
White. "Usually you get maybe 75, 100." 

The new breakfast program, which was 
recently a huge hit at Rochester Memorial School, 
delighted students with its assortment of cereals, yogurt, 
homemade baked breads and, of course, the celebrated 
smoothies at Sippican School. 

"The first three days were phenomenal," said 
Sippican School Principal Lyn Rivet. During the first 
day, the school served breakfast to about 150 Sippican 
students, climbing up to 210 on the second day, and 
staying steady into the third. "The children were 
expressing how much they loved it - especially the 
smoothies were a huge success." 

Rivet said students, parents, and teachers all 
responded with positive feedback, so now Henesey and 
the rest of the administration are holding discussions on 
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how to fully implement the program at the school and 
continue to serve the students breakfast every morning. 

"I think the huge outpouring of kids shows that 
this was something we needed," said School Committee 
Chairman Christine Marcolini. 

Committee member Christine Winters wondered 
how the "grab and go" aspect of the program, where 
students bring their breakfast into their classroom, fit in 
with the policy of no food allowed in the classroom. 

"How is that being overlaid with the program?" 
asked Winters. 

Rivet said students that have been bringing food 
into the classroom during the program's first few days 
properly disposed of all trash and sanitized desk areas to 
rid them of possible allergens and other substances like 
gluten. 

White said, as the program starts up and 
stabilizes, the majority of students would be eating in the 
cafeteria. 

As a busy parent, committee member Kate 
Houdelette said she appreciated the program and her kids 
did as well. 

"It was such a huge hit with my kids and their 
friends. They were ready for school way earlier," said 
Houdelette. "It was such a great addition, and we are 
thrilled with how it rolled out." 

As for any extra staffing, a concern of Winters', 
the four existing bus monitors were brought in to utilize 
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the remaining time of their paid one hour to supervise 
students, incurring no further costs at this time. 

"We will have to look at whether four people 
is enough to bring in the entire school," said Rivet. 

She suggested a walking or exercise program to run 
concurrently with the breakfast program like RMS has to 
keep students occupied while other students eat. 

However, said White, should further staffing 
be needed, the food service program is a self-sufficient 
program and revenue from the program would cover the 
cost of any extra labor. 

In other matters, all four Tri-Town school districts 
are struggling to find more substitute teachers, and White 
has proposed increasing the pay as a way to attract more 
people to the Tri-Town schools. He suggests raising the 
pay for substitute paraprofessionals from $70 to $75, non- 
certified substitute teachers from $75 to $80, and certified 
teacher substitutes from $80 to $85 per diem. 

"Do you feel this increase is significant enough to 
make a difference?" asked Houdelette. 

Going forward, said White, "This puts us more in 
line with other districts around [Marion]." Hopefully, he 
said, the higher rate will make the pay more competitive 
with other districts when potential substitutes consider 
which assignment to take in the morning. 

Rivet said last year there were two occasions 
when paraprofessionals assigned to special education 
students were pulled to stand in for absent teachers 
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because of a lack of substitute teachers, and there were 
several teachers who were out long-term as well. 

Winters, looking over a spreadsheet of other 
district pay rates, commented that Marion did not seem to 
be too far out of the ballpark. 

"We don't really seem too outside the pale," 
Winters said. 

A concern, though, said White, is the January 1 
state increase of the minimum wage, which could entice 
potential substitute teachers into other fields of work, 
since a paraprofessional position in Tri-Town pays about 
$8 per hour at this time, said White. Municipalities are not 
required to raise the minimum wage. 

Another issue that could account for the shallow 
pool of substitute teachers is that other districts have 
subscribed to a digital system of employing substitute 
teachers who can select their chosen assignments online 
from a list of available assignments. 

Winters suggested holding off on making any 
pay increases until committee members and budget 
subcommittee members had further time to talk about it, 
but Houdelette disagreed, saying anything the committee 
could do right now to help alleviate the sub shortage 
would be prudent. 

"I think that it's relatively little money," 
Houdelette said. "It's not an enormous increase.... If it 
helps the school, I don't think we should wait." 

Marcolini agreed with Houdelette, proposing 
the committee vote only to increase the pay for the 
remainder of the school year and vote later on how much 
of an increase to adopt for the next fiscal year. However, 
she found no issue with holding off on a vote until next 
month. 

"I don't think waiting 30 days is going to make or 
break us," said Marcolini. 

"I'm happy to wait," said Houdelette, "I just don't 
see it being a tremendous hardship to the budget for the 
next several months if it eases the stress at the schools." 

Houdelette made a motion to adopt the $5 pay 
increase on all three levels for the remainder of the fiscal 
year, but the motion received no second. 

The committee decided to wait a month for a 
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vote. 

The Marion, Mattapoisett, and Rochester schools 
will also be moving toward a more "standards-based" 
report card for Grades 1 through 6, preferring to shift 
away from the old "A, B, C, D, F" report cards. 

In another matter, the state has reduced time 
allotted for PARCC testing, and the testing window for 
the exam will be April 25 to June 6. 

Grade 3 will have two 90-minute timed sessions 
to finish their tests and one 75-minute session in ELA, and 
three 60-minute sessions in Math. 

Grades 4 and 5 will have three sessions of 90 
minutes to finish the test in ELA, and three 60-minute 
sessions for Math.

The Yearbook Club meets Tuesdays after school 
until about three o'clock in order to pull the book 
together.

Putting together a yearbook is a much more 
labor-intensive project than one might imagine. Kirkham 
has paid a lot of special attention to the "Introduction to 
the Seniors" page, with over eight hours under her belt. 

Kirkham has worked together with members of 
her class, including Kyle Costa -who is putting together 
the senior slideshow - in order to create a yearbook that 
encompasses the spirit of the past year. 

Once the yearbook is distributed, students sit 
in groups and eagerly flip through to find pictures of 
themselves and their friends. But just how does the 
Yearbook Club get every person equally represented in a 
school of 700+ students? 

"We try to do our best job. You can tag everybody 
in the photos with the software, so it keeps track of 
how many times people are in the book," said Kirkham. 
"Also, for the senior section and semi. I've made a list 
myself to tally how many times each person was in each 
section, and tried to get everybody in as much as possible, 
because I don't want people to be left out. Especially if 
you buy the book.

The cover of the yearbook is always an exciting 
surprise.

Being the first thing one sees when looking at the 
book, it's arguably one of the most important parts. How 
does the club figure out which cover to use to represent 
the Old Rochester spirit? Kirkham explained how they 
find the perfect cover. 

"We had our yearbook rep come in, and he 
brought a binder with lots of cover options and he had 
examples with colors and fonts you can change," Kirkham 
said. 

And to give students an opportunity to make 
their yearbook a more personalized experience, there is an 
option to get your name monogrammed on the cover. 

This year, the Yearbook Club members have taken 
it upon themselves to introduce some changes to the book 
in order to make it more affordable for the student body. 
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The book size will be reduced (but don't fret - the 
same amount of content will be included). The Yearbook 
Club also plans to incorporate more business ads into the 
book, as having more businesses advertise will reduce the 
cost to purchase a book. These slight changes will offset 
the price of the yearbook for next year and upcoming 
years. So, underclassmen, rejoice! 

The price isn't the only thing the Yearbook Club 
plans to change. The club is trying to give the book a 
more connected feel, as Kirkham explained. 

"In the past, the underclassmen were after the 
staff, so this year we're putting them before the staff and 
after the seniors, so that they're not as separated," said 
Kirkham, "and it doesn't feel like it's just the senior book 
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. . . it's everybody's book." 

Although the club needs to finish the book by 
March, it is not due to be shipped to Old Rochester until 
sometime in mid- April - just in time for distribution at 
the annual Senior Picnic.

Each winter, Tabor Academy puts on its largest 
annual production: a musical. 

Dancers, singers, actors, and students who are 
looking to try something new all gather to put together 
an amazing production. Currently, the cast is in rehearsals 
working all winter long to learn and perfect the songs, 
dances, and lines. 

This year's musical is entitled Thoroughly Modern

To the Editor: 

Thoughts on Substitute Teacher Pay.... 

Having just graduated from college, unemployed 
and with no money to stay in Boston, I returned home 
to Mattapoisett. Needing some income, I signed on as 
a substitute teacher at Old Rochester where, only four 
years before, I had graduated. Over a year and one half, 

I taught over one hundred days then left for a "real" job. 
The experience would pay dividends years later when, 
after 30 years successfully doing something else, I became 
a full-time high school teacher. The experience was like 
money in the bank, but the paycheck, $20 per day, was 
not. 

Since 1968, 47 years ago, the pay for a substitute 
teacher in the district has just recently risen to the princely 
sum of $70 per day, $75 for licensed teachers. Substitute 
teaching is clearly not a growth industry. Five years ago 
when I retired, the day rate for a licensed substitute at the 
school where I taught was $90. For a non- licensed teacher 
it was $85. Today, it is $75 for a teacher with an Associate 
Degree, $85 with a Bachelor's and $95 if one is licensed. 
They prefer to hire retired teachers who taught in the 
system, who know the school culture and often know the 
students or have taught their brothers and sisters. A win/ 
win for the school, the students, and the subs. 

Substitute teaching is a real job and a very 
difficult one. Few people who are qualified want to get 
a call at 5:00 am to face a group of usually unknown 
students to teach an unfamiliar lesson for little money, no 
benefits and a 20 minute lunch break. Though I know all 
the tricks a good sub needs to know (that's another story 
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for another time), don't call me. I sleep late.

In addition to her duties as an administrator, 
Kessler serves as secondary advisor for the yearly student 
council conference and works with the Gay-Straight 
Alliance and the Non-Traditional clubs. 

Each school year, the LifeChanger of the Year 
program receives hundreds of nominations. For 2015- 
2016, a total of 16 winners will be chosen by the selection 
committee to receive cash awards that are split between 
the individual winner and their school. The national 
Grand Prize award is $10,000. The top five winners will 
also be honored at a national awards ceremony. 

Nominees must be full-time school employees. 
Award winners are selected based on the following 
criteria: 

- A proven ability to make a beneficial difference in the 
lives of students 

- An ability to positively add to the development of the 
school's atmosphere 

- Involvement in leadership activities at the school and / or 
community level 

- A demonstrative record of excellent performance at the 
professional level 

- A commitment to producing a nurturing atmosphere 

- Adherence to high moral and ethical standards 

Winners will be announced in spring 2016. 

This year, a new prize, called the "LifeChanger 
Spirit Award," will be given to the nominee whose 
community demonstrates the most support for his 
or her nomination. Support can be demonstrated 
through positive comments on the nominee's profile 
page, social media posts, and school and community 
recognition activities.

The Big Short. Starring Steve Carell and Christian Bale. 
Directed by Adam McKay. Running time: 130 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Who is the hero of The Big Short , the semi-comedic 
semi-drama about the implosion of the housing market and 
the rise of those who profited from it? Is it "Dr." Michael 
Burry (Christian Bale), the hedge-fund manager who first 
noticed the subprime mortgages' soft underbelly? Is it Mark 
Baum (Steve Carell), another hedge-fund manager who 
carries around deep fury about the state of the system and 
the suicide of his brother? Is it Ben Rickert (Brad Pitt), former 
Wall Street wolf turned retired Jedi of finance? To me, the hero 
of this bulging package of facts and jokes is its film editor. 
Hank Corwin. Since his baptism of fire on such teeming 
Oliver Stone hornets' nests as JFK and Natural Born Killers , 
Corwin has worked selectively, adding two Terrence Malick 
epics to his resume, and he cuts The Big Short with his usual 
instinct for allusive, propulsive storytelling, moving us along 
at a clip yet not too fast to process everything. 

Clarity is needed with a dense story like this one, 
as well as an unfailing instinct for the telling detail and the 
amusing sidebar. The director, Adam McKay, is a veteran of 
several Will Ferrell comedies, but he showed in The Other 
Guys that he had things to say about the rich soaking the poor 
with Ponzi schemes, and here he sharpens his blade anew. 

I don't know that McKay should go on being Hollywood's 
fiduciary moralist, but he's clearly on the side of the angels 
and of the entertainers. On a few occasions, he recruits a 
random celeb to explain something or another to us, such as 
when collateralized debt obligations are likened to seafood 
stew. Like Stone's two Wall Street sermons. The Big Short has 
been made for "the average people" who, says the irked Mark 
Baum, will be the ones paying for the banks' fraudulence and 
hubris, even if we didn't then (in 2008, when Michael Burry's 
predictions came to pass) know how, or why. 

We find out how and why, with the help of a cast 
gnawing hungrily on cynical, profane dialogue. Rageaholic 
Baum gets all the wounded humanity Steve Carell can 
bring to him, and Christian Bale makes Burry the awkward. 


blinkered loner that Patrick Bateman or Bruce Wayne would 
be in real life. Ryan Gosling swoops in as our narrator, a 
trader who hears about Burry's calculations and gets Baum 
and his firm in on the scavenging. Gosling's usual smugness 
works for the role; he sometimes addresses the camera 
and acknowledges what a jerk we must think he is. This is 
primarily a male-id movie, though Marisa Tomei (as Baum's 
wife) and Melissa Leo (as a banker who grudgingly drops 
some truth on Baum) brighten things. The film is, I admit, 
too busy working out how to explain why a man who pays 
his rent ends up living in his car to bother much with gender 
parity. Maybe next time. 

The Big Short starts out antic and satirical (though 
it doesn't reach the Homeric excesses of Martin Scorsese's 
The Wolf of Wall Street) but eventually spirals down into a 
spun-out sigh of resignation. Brad Pitt's Ben Rickert — more 
Robert Redford-like than ever in his tousled hairdo and salt- 
and-pepper beard — at one point turns to two ecstatic young 
investors and reminds them that their fortune will be built 
on the backs of real, suffering people who, if the economy 
tanks, will lose their jobs, their homes, maybe their lives. 

It's a sobering reality blast, and we see Mark Baum almost 
horizontal with despair and Michael Burry lamenting that 
"nobody will talk to me, except through lawyers," both 
much, much richer but that much less happy. An additional 
chilling piece of information: at the end, we're told that 
Burry, the man who against all accepted wisdom bet against 
the economy and prospered, is now investing primarily in 
water. Is Burry betting that we're headed for a grim meathook 
future a la Mad Max ? A bit of research shows his reasoning is 
less ominous and more optimistic than that, but the factoid 
still leaves us with a shudder. Who else out there knows 
important, disquieting things and isn't being listened to?
